In response to a telephone call to the Los Angeles 
Office on 1/6/72, BRADLEY was contacted by SA WILLIAM B. FARDY 
on 1/10^2, and BRADLEY provided the following information; 

The h^gh official of the U. S. Secret Service whose 
identity BRADLEY did not know in previous contact w ith the FB 
has been identified b y an in formant of BRADLETf's as 
'According to BRADLEY, was transferred from Atlanta, 

Georgia, to Dallas, Texas . at th e time of the assassination of 
JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY." now one of the top three men 

in the U. S. Secret Service and is providing HAROLD WEISBERG 
information concerning the FBI, which information is being used 
in 8 book being written by WEISBERG blaming the FBI for the 
liassassinatlon of President KENNEDY. 
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
